violent attack of the disease with which he 
died, but in a few dnys so far recovered ns to 
be able to start home, where he arrived by 
the steamer Dr. Franklin on Saturday eve- 
ning lust'very muck fatigued, and exhibiting 
evident symptoms of a 
relapse. 
Medical 


aid was immediately called, btit the disease 
yielded not to medical treatment. 
It is 


doubtful whether he was fully sensible of 
his danger. 
During the forenoon of Tues- 


day, ho expressed a good deal of anxiety, 
and a desire to recover, but in the after part 
of the day, bectime delirious, and later in 
the evening, entirely insensible, in which 
state he remained until his death.

rounded by his family and friends, every 
thing within roach of human aid was done 
to save his life—-"/juf lie Jtas gone"! 
A wife 


looses an affectionate husband, nnd a family of 
interesting children their protector—broth- 
ers and sisters loose their adviser, their staff, 
and his parents the idol of their hearts, the 
glory and honor of their gray hairs.

this is not all: the Slate has lost one of its 
most gifted citi/.ens—its councils one of the 
most sound, energetic minds of which it 
could boast. 
Lieut. Governor, Burns; was 


born in Dublin, Ireland, on the 31st, day of 
May, 1820. 
While tin 
infant of three 


months old, ho became a resident of New 
York city, and in the fall of 1837 he came 
to Wisconsin, and settled in Iowa county. 
He was engaged in mining until the fall of 
'44, when he was elected .sheriff of Iowa 
county—in M6 lie was elected to the As- 
sembly, for a two year's term—re-elected 
in '48, and elected Speaker of the Assembly 
for the session* of '-18 and '49—in '50 he 
was elected n Commissioner of Public Works, 
and in '51 elected Lieut. Governor of the 
State, which oftice he held nt the time of 
his dentil. 


The pioneer and founder of La Crosse, 


he has from the first made it his idol, and 
with untiring energy and weal, has, ut great 
personal sacrifice, given freely the whole 
force of his mind and influence to the fur- 
therance and (jccornplishment of her in- 
terests. La Crosse is clad in mourning ! !

Mrs. Nichols being called on, made a most 


admirable and impressive speech on the du- 
ties nnd influence of Woman, arid urged 
them to unceiising action in the Temperance 
cause. She impressed upon them the neces- 
sity of exercising fuith in their labors to pro- 
rnoto this cause. 


Mrs. L. F. Fowler also, at the request of 


the Indies, addressed them in an earnest 
speech, tendering them her sympathy — il- 
lustrated by several incidents the power of 
femnle influence in the Temperance cause, 
nnd urging them, by a variety of considera- 
tions, to labor faithfully until Temperance 
triumphs, nud tho traffic in Alcohol is prohib- 
ited.
